I am looking out my window while writing this month's 
column. What a wonderful sight! A beautiful blanket of white 
Seems to have enveloped the entire world. This is the best 
thing that can happen to any Ham with a shack full of radios 
waiting to be fired up. (By the way, where was the Mt. Airy 
Observatory when we needed it?) 


I had a lot of time to monitor "03" over the last 
week and observed that most traffic on the repeater is 
conducted by Phil-Mont members, with a few visitors turning up 
now and then. However, had I not known they were members, I 
would swear this was the first time they ever keyed up on 
"O50: I think it's time to reprint some of the rules for 
general repeater operation which were published a while 
back in THE BLURB. 

a. W3QV/R has a 5=-second ON delay after any silent 
period of more than one minute. Hold your mike 


button down for 3 seconds before making the 
initial call. 


b. Use your CALL for break-in --- not "Break." 


c. Recognize breakers immediately and stand by for 
them as soon as possible. 


d. When entering a QSO have something to say. Just 
announcing your presence may be considered rude. 


e. Wait for the courtesy (or bleep) tone before 
making your transmission in a QSO. This allows 
a moment for breakers, and resets the input timer. 


f. Avoid testing on repeater input frequencies. 


g. Use only the power necessary for full quieting. 
Find the range of your 1 or 10 watts, and turn 
on the amplifier when you need it. 


REMEMBER, we ask only that you use the courtesy 
and good operating habits that you expect from others.

NO-CODE NOTICE OF PROPOSED RULEMAKING RECEIVED - How to file comments 


We finally received a copy of the NPRM on "Establishment of a Class of Amateur Oper- 
ator License Not Requiring a Demonstration of Proficiency in the International Morse Code" - 
PR Docket No. 83-28. That's the official name of the FCC's No-Code Ham License proposal. It 
was released from the Commission on February Ist. Interested persons should file comments 
with the Commission on or before April 29th and reply comments on or before May 31, 1983. 
(Reply comments respond to original filed comments.) 


Some of you may have never filed comments with the FCC on proposed rulemaking. 
Since the no-code issue seems to be a very explosive one within the amateur community, here 
is your opportunity to let yourself be heard. It's like voting. You forfeit your right to complain 
about the outcome if you don't cast it. It is my opinion that this is absolutely your last oppor- 
tunity to express your views on a No-Code amateur license. 


WHAT ARE THE FCC'S EXACT NO-CODE PROPQSALS? 


To make it easier for you to file your views with the FCC, here is a capsulized version 
of what the Commission proposes to do on the No-Code issue. 


(1.) - They proposed two alternatives... 
(a.) - Eliminating the 5 word-per-minute Morse Code Examination from _ the © 
existing Technician Class operator license. It would still be called the 
"Technician Class" and would convey all authorized amateur privileges 
above 50 MHz. Technicians would have Novice class privileges also if they 

had successfully completed the beginner's (5-WPM) code test. 


(b.) - A class similar to the Canadian Digital Amateur Class Certificate which will 
be called the "Experimenter Class." There will be no CW (code) 
requirement, but the written test will be "an extremely difficult 


examination on digital techniques. A new examination element (Element 5) 
is proposed. 


(2.) - The Commission said it would "consider only frequencies above 30-MHz for the 
codeless license class" since it was a signatory to the 1979 WARC conference 
which requires code proficiency below this level. "The specific frequencies above 


30-MHz to authorize for such a license class is an issue upon which we 
encourage comments." 


(3.) - The FCC's specific proposal was for all frequencies above the WARC 30-MHz 
level for the new "Technician" no-code class and 144-MHz for the "Experimenter" 
license. "We are also proposing that the privileges include the use of all emission 
modes currently authorized to amateurs on those frequency bands.... We believe 
that persons whose primary interest lies in the field of computers will take 
advantage of the emission modes used for radio-teleprinter and computer 
communications." The Commission also said that there was nothing to prevent the 
authorization of "Experimenter" privileges down to the 50-MHz level. 


OTHER POINTS YOU MIGHT WANT TO ADDRESS _IN YOUR COMMENTS... 


@ Should fully qualified, technically competent individuals be allowed to participate in the 
amateur radio hobby without Morse Code knowledge? Can they make a 
contribution to the pastime without code proficiency? 

@Can amateur radio spectrum support the thousands... even hundreds of thousands or 
millions of new amateurs that might want to become a ham operator? If not, why 

not? ote 
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@Should only specific ham bands be approved - i.e. above 220-MHz, 450-MHz, etc? Is 
there adequate spectrum on the 2-meter band for an influx of amateurs? 

@lf you object to a no-code license, concisely state why you do and what you feel will 
happen if one is adopted. Tell the Commission how long you have been an amateur 
and why your background makes you qualified to make this judgement. Why is the 
code requirement important even at VHF levels? 

@What other benefits (or consequences) will be obtained from a no-code license? 
International good will, interference, discipline, emergency . communications, 


deregulation considerations, experimentation, effective personal communication 
whatever... ) 


Send your comments to: The Secretary; Federal Communications Commission; 
Washington, D.C. 20554. Be sure to mark your comments as a response to: PR Docket No. 


83-28. Formal comments require filing of an original and five copies. (If you wish each 
Commissioner to have a copy, send an original and eleven copies.) Informal copies require only 
submission of one copy to the above address. Formal and informal comments are given the same 


consideration. While not absolutely necessary, we suggest that they be typed in the following 
for Matec.
